In  1945,  93  bashful  first  graders  entered  the  halls  of 
Jackson  Township  School.

After 
weeks  of  practice  35  boys  were  named  for  the  varsity  team,  15  of  which  were  seniors. 
The  reserve  team  was  made  up  of  58  other  boys. 

At  the  annual  football  preview  Jackson  again  successfully  opened  their  season  by  beat¬ 
ing  Louisville  6-0.  They  stayed  on  the  winning  end  in  their  next  game  by  rolling  over 
Uhrichsville  55-6. 

Our  19-game  victory  streak  was  then  broken  when  Orrville  upset  our  Polar  Bears  19-20. 
The  first  league  game  Jackson  lost  in  three  years  was  to  Sandy  Valley  with  a  6-8  score. 
Navarre  marked  up  the  third  strike  on  our  record  by  winning  27-13. 

Jackson  met  and  defeated  Middlebranch  25-0  on  October  6  in  what  was  definitely  the 
wettest  game  of  the  season.  The  stadium  in  North  Canton  was  filled  with  wet  spectators  for 
over  half  an  hour  when  the  officials  decided  the  game  must  be  stopped  until  the 
lightning  ceased. 

At  the  homecoming  game  on  October 
19,  the  Polar  Bears  came  out  on  top  again. 
This  time  by  whipping  Northwest  27-13. 
One  of  the  biggest  upsets  of  the  year 
occurred  at  Wooster  on  October  26  when 
Jackson  handed  the  highly  rated  Wooster 
Generals  a  15-7  defeat. 

The  next  team  to  be  overpowered  by 
Jackson  was  North  Canton  who  received 
the  short  end  of  a  33-6  score.  In  the 
last  and  coldest  game  of  the  season 
Jackson  defeated  East  Canton  55-13.

The  Jackson  Polar  Bears'  basketball  team  this  season 
must  be  classified  as  the  "dream  team."  Wearing  the 
Stark  County  Class  AA  Championship  crown  wasn't 
enough  to  sat;sfy  this  team.  They  gained  this  crown  by 
defeating  all  seventeen  of  their  opponents  to  also  be  known 
as  the  only  undefeated  team  in  Stark  County.

Coach  Dale  Haverstock  was  named  "Coach  of  the  Year" 
by  the  Canton  Repository. 

In  tournament  play,  Jackson  also  set  an  outstanding 
record.  In  the  first  tournament  game,  the  Jackson  Polar 
Bears  played  one  of  the  most  outstanding  games  of  the 
season.
